Tiiis declaration is im portant in ntiny as­ 
pects. 
It shows, in tlje first place, that, ac­ 
cording to the principles propounded by 
the President in the year i s i l , the tim e 
has passed when hefcrojxj-es “ to preserve 
the governm ent that ft may be adm inister­ 
ed as it was adm inistered by the m en who 
m ade i t ; " for nobody pretends th a t the 
"m en who m ade the governm ent" *mp- 
po.*»cd that the President had any power to 
dictate em ancipation »s the condition of 
m aintaining or restoriqtr peaceful relations 
between th e a ta te s an d th e governm ent. • 
As com pared with thetcruisof peace pro­ 
pounded to Mr. W oodln the year 1562, it 
bhpws that the.tim e hui parsed when “ the 
war will cease on the part of the U nited 
States if the ‘people of die Southern States 
would cease resistance, and would reinaug­ 
úrate, subm it to, and nufutuin the national 
authority •” for the Preiiduiit now in effect 
announces that no pro|iOMtiou “ ivill be re­ 
ceived aud considered by the executive 
governm ent ot tho Uifited State»" which 
does not em brace, in uJdition to 44 tbe re ­ 
storation o f peace and the integrity of the 
whole U nion," 
th e 
“ abandonm ent of 
slavery." 
As com pared with the declaration of 1863, 
it shows th at the tim e has now come when, 
recording to the P ro id e n t’s own ndrni-sion 
and consent, such o fh is countrym en asrare 
4,fighting exclu-ivdy for the L’nion,” and 
who couscieiu^'U-ly deny the right of the 
governm ent to figlii fur any th in i i \<\ may 
aptly say that th e n«»w term» tni .wiu.ch tiie 
President insists are such that if the nego­ 
tiations were broken down by hi* persis­ 
tence on this point, they m ight fairly claim , 
according to hi» own theory of then* duty, 
an exem ption fiom “ lighting to fice ne­ 
groes." 
It will thus be seen that, bv applying to 
the late declaration of the Pn*»«dent, the 
principle» announced bylfim in the year» 
1861, 1862, and 1863, we are ably to m eu-ure 
the effect and purport of that (leclnTitio»i 
by* his own standard».

B ut Mr. Lincoln nVU»t have been aware 
that the P resident of tiie so-called Confede- 
late States (who U the “authority" that con- 
trolis **t.he arm ies now at wstr against tiie 
U nited State»") is not em powered by any 
of hi» prerogatives to stipulate for “ the 
abandonm ent of shivery," and, therefore, in 
-pecifying this asjo n e of the ternts of a 
proposition to com e “ by and w ith" such an 
••authority," he asked what General Jeffer­ 
son Davis, even with the fullest disposition 
to do so, had no right or power to grant— 
slavery being, under tho C onstitution ot the 
Confederate States, a*of the U nited States, 
exclusively an institution of the separate 
states.over which the central power has no 
rightful jurisdiction or control. 
We do*not doubt th a t the people of the 
U nited States will see in tho impossible re­ 
quisition cf th e P resident a$ ft condition 
prelim inary to peace only a new illustration 
of the inextricable entanglem ents into 
which the President has suffered him self 
to be draw ixby departing from the original 
theory of th e war. 
Anti if he desire* to 
know th e universal im presión that is like­ 
ly to be produced by the attitude in which 
he lias, placed himself, be may, we think, 
read it iu such com m ents as the following 
from tho only one of tho NVf Y ork jour u ds 
which was originally in favor o f his lenom i- 
nation.

T h at is 
one ot the questions to be considered and 
arranged w hen th e term s of peace com e to 
be di& assed. 
It is not a subjoct on which 
term s*can be im posed by the governm ent, 
w ithout consultation, w ithout agreem ent, 
or w ithout equivalents."

A nd we suppose th a t it was in presage of 
the obstacles likely to be laid in the way of 
peace by theoretical position which the 
P resident had assum ed on these and other;

nution, it held the following language:
